dually to the transfèrmation and renas- 
cence of the universities." 

In brief, the I.S.S-. is attempting to 
combat the first problem by means of self- 
help enterprises, individual and collective, 
and I'egular. conferences of students 
and workers on national and international 
bases. With relief work, and conferences, 
such as Franco-German, Jewish-antiSe- 
mitc, Pacific and Indo-European, an effort 
is being made to break down the exagger- 
ated nationalism. To overcome specialist 
and vocationalist tendencies, a Department 
for University Reform is being- formed, 
the function of which is to work in colla- 
boration with leading men and women in 
the universities, and among the students, 
so as to study more exhaustively the es- 
sential nature of the university^^^f^ 

In our opinion, this is an organisation 
worthy of serious consideration, one in 
which every university student should take 
an interest. If a mimber of the average 
students, to which we have already; made 
reference, were to concern themselves 
more with the efforts o£ such an organisa- 
tion, than merely with everyday triviali- 
ties, then progress toward the establish- 
ment of "The New University" wouW be 
greatly hastened.

The New University 

The aveiage student, just like the 
average man in business, is pretty much 
contented with life, and except for a few 
minor di.s8atisfactions, finds the daily 
routine a rather satisfying one. Ho takes 
only a pa.ssing interest in international or 
even national affairs, and lets the news- 
papers which he buys do all his thinking 
for hini. lli-re ami Hktc. however, there 
;irc exceptioiLS to be fouiul, who are seri- 
ously concerned about pi'oblems of the 

world and of their mvn country, and who =^ «'"f.').' '"o yodening profession, 

arc trying to improve the situation. 

Considering the student world, we 
immediately think of the gi'oup known hs 
the International Student .Service, the gen- 
eral secretary of which. Dr. Walter Kot- 
.-^ihiiiK, vi.«ilcd Montreal a few weeks ago. 
While lie was here, he di.scussed the ques- 
tion of "The .Vew University" with a small 
group of professe I'fi and .students. He looks 
on the .situation in the universities of 
V^ui'ope and America as confused. Intel- 
'lectual leadership i.s greatly needed. The 
universities are lacking in unity, for they 
'have no world conceptions; hence they 
have no influence on world opinion, a 
thing which they should have. 

First of all, universities almost every- 
where arc socially isolated. There is an 
appalling mediocrity, for money defines a 
man's fitness to take a college course, not 
his ability. Students are discussing labor 
problems from an academic standpoint, 
with little real intelligence. Secondly, uni- 
versities have an exaggerated nationalism : 
students set their minds to the develop- 
ment of a national state, a national power, 
which comes to be a sort of spiritual im- 
breeding. Dr. Kotschnig believes that the 
poverty in ideas of many so-called "na- 
tional" movements, and their attachment 
to stale catchwords are plain proof of this. 
Thirdly, the conception of the university 
«8 a whole is lost: some colleges have be- 
come professional and* technical schools, 
others are hopelessly general. Added to 
this is a general clamoring fov degrees. 

The solution of such problems is the 
work of the International -Student Sei*vice, 
and a mighty but difficult one, it seems to 
us. "We are perfectly aware that we shall 
not set up the new, the ideal, University," 
remarked Dr. Kotschnig. "'Our task can 
only be to gather together as far as may 
"be the vital foi'ces in the student world, to 
bring these into contact with movements 
.in the same direction among the teaching 
•faculties and other circles which touch the 
Iniverflilies, and then having matured our 
ifdeas, to set them at the disposal of other 
Atudont organisations, ro that a new im- 
pulse mi\y bq created which will lead gi'a- 



oumstanccs ^vlilcli I will point out; 
all ot which, I 'hope, will help thd 
oomplalnant to appreciate tho situa- 
tion and po;ulbIy help him to reverse 
his Judgement,, for obviously . it was 
made haàtlly and without much study 
of tho case, 

Each year tho Atlilctic Board drawi 
up a budget of expenses due to alh- 
loclca, for they do not pay for ihem- 
solvcs at MoGill. They sell books of 
tickets to the students v.hich allows 
'horn admission lo the home sanies 
any team ot tho University might 
play. 

In the football season this is per- 
fectly saUsfactory because McGIIl has 
lu own stadium. In tho hockey sea- 
son, however, it Is a different proposi- 
tion: the Forum is used at a very 
high rentage and seata are eold by 
tlicm from 11.75 down lo .BO so that 
in the ovant of a home game the 
Board is obliged to pay for each cou- 
pon prosonled. Obviously tlioy must 
U!« the cheapest scats possible; even 
then tho seat is higher than tlie value 
given a coupon by the Board, but as 
I have said this was budgeted for at 
lipginnlng of the ]-«ar. 

The Harvard gamo was an exlra 
fixture arranged for at very short 
notice hence It was necossary to make 
It pay for Its«If. Thij meant ..ettini 
a big cru.vj a>. ther'j were n'.ciny c.x 
penses to bo met: tho Forum requires 
60% of ihe gate receipts; the QA.II, 
A. had lo l>e refunded because tlioy 
wore giving their regular night In or 
der that this gamo might ho played; 
the llainaxd loam naturally required 
a guarantee lo help cover their ex- 
penses. Willi these expenses could 
the Board be expected to pay for 
s«*ts at a higher price than those at 
50 cents? 

It" Is true that even in the 50 cent 
seotion the students were crowded 
but the Athletic Manager had arrang- 
ed with the Forum that Ihey .<;hould 
reserve room for 1600; Instead of ib'x 
tliey reserved only 1100 seals. Is ihr- 
Athletic .Manager lo blame? Or Is 
anybody, who was Interested In mak- 
ing a success of the game, to blame? 
I contend, .Mr. Editor, that thes<- 
people went as far thry neie able, 
under !l;e circumstance.-), to see that 
the students' Coupons were given 
Iholr iluo consideration. With the 
present system of Coupons In prac- 
tice, bo it rlgli: or wrong, and under 
the above mcn'.Ioncd condiiions more 
could not have been done.

Of Unemployment

people first live on what .savings they 
have, then they start borrowing, and 
finally begin to cut down on food, as 
a result of which there aro 0,000,000 
undernourished children In tho States 

Tho present relief system Is ackno v- 
Icdged to I'o inadequate and is certain- 
ly unfair. It i.i carried on by private 
funds and public suh.'i-rlptlons which 
means that Iho phllanthroplcally- 
inlnded pcoplo bear tho brunt of It. In 
.addition to this It co\'ers up actual 
injustice In tho aocl.al order. During 
tho first nino months of 1930, di- 
vidends lncrc;i*cd, while tho pay roil 
was diminished by 30 to 40 per cen'- 
.\s tho dividends aro protected by a 
reserve, and wages are unprotccl'sd, 
dividends lend to be paid, while wage 
earners tend lo bo thrown out of work. 

The present system of relief In Eng- 
land, In spito of Its many defects, has 
met tho situation In tho most adequate 
way possible, by .-itabillslng Industry 
and preserving tho morale of o 
working people. The objections to it 
are that It lias plunged the country 
more and moro deeply Into debt, and 
Tho most important drawljack to ll-.clr 
that It illscournges individual enter- 
prise. This last, however, may a.s 
truly bo said of tho American bread 
Une. Tho most Important drawback 
to their syseeni Is that It has dis- 
couraged English industry from In- 
vestigating the causes of Industrial 
sickness. 

Unemployment relief is not a pana- 
cea for all tho social evils of today. 
It Is Ilka a hospital, which takes care 
of thoso who aro already sick, while 
tho problem of Public Health still re 
mains Ir.scttlcd. 

There can never bo a ciro f ir 
toohnologlcal unemployment. Wo li.ive 
created machines W'h!c.ii l.nvo rul-.cd 
the standard, of comfort for somo of 
f», but which aro still r-tt iii.ists>-!<. 
Till now ' the expanding market has 
met the 8itJ-.tt:cn. but nJW a means 
must bo discovered for co:itrolllng llie 
niMhlne.

(Continued from Pago One) 
ovor-iiroducLlon of wheat relative to 
cffectlvo piirchasbig power. The ex 
port supply totals 2,327,0'00,000 bushels 
whereas tho net Imports come to only 
752,000,000 bushels. Ueckless competi- 
tion must gIvo way to International 
co-operation between tho wheat pro 
ducing countries of the w.orId. Russia 
and Argentine have signified tholr 
willingness to co-operate and the 
Western farmer desires sucli a con 
fcrencc. If Canada refuses to p.artl- 
clpate conditions are likely to become 
worse than they aro at present. 

If competition continues production 
co.sts must bo cut down. Tliis m.ay 
be done by reducing freight r.atcs. To 
stave' oft sgrlcullurnl break-down 
thoro Is no reason why the railways 
should not reduce their r.atcs. The 
banks may also lower Ihclr Interest 
rates to tho farmers and thus slop the 
closing of western schools, many of 
which have beon closed through lack 
of funds. Debts may be scaled down 
lo the current purchaslng,;.powor of 
the dollar through Inflation If neces- 
sary. As a lost rosort a moratorium 
may be declared so o,s to save the 
farmers' property, <- ^ 

In conclusion Mr. Wooduworth sold 
"We are in throes of a national emer- 
gency similar to (Uiat of tho War. 3 
do not know whether tho West can 
be saved or not. I havo simply put 
before you tho factors tha.t wo must 
consider In allemptlng lo an.swer UiOit
